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A NEW UNITED NATIONS STRUGGLES TO BE BORN By Marion McVitty 


President Eisenhower, on February 2lst, stated that the whole future of the 
United Netions may be st stake in the Middle East. This was not merely in 
reference to the survival of the old U.N. as we have known it, but to the 
new U.N. which, out of crisis, is struggling to emerge. 


The new U.N. is based on a new determination of its members that interne- 
tions] disputes shall be brought to just settlement by peaceful means, and 
that the lew of the U.N. shall prevail. To this end, the Middle East is 
the proving ground of an historic experiment. Earlier cases must not 
hamper it with precedents. Pest failures sre irrelevant to its success. 


In the reports of the Secretary Generel to the Assembly lie "the law and 

the prophets" of a more positive approach. There Hammarskjold asserts, "Ib 
heave peace with justice, adherence to principle and law mist be given prior 
ity and cannot be conditioned". And further, "The parties involved mst 

time and again show willingness to accept some risks as conditions for promess". 


Britain end Frence accepted "some risks" when they withdrew from Suez, leav- 
ing in doubt the future of the Cenal through which the life-blood of those 
nations must flow. The U.N. is clearing the Cenal. U.N.E.F. is on guard. 


The world is waiting for Israel, as this is written, to take the risk of 
withdrawing from Sharm el- Sheikh and Geza. The U.N. has indicated its in 
tention, thereafter, to deploy the U.N. police on both sides of the Gaza 
line end at Sharm el-Sheikh. 


if Isreel tekes this risk, the first phase of the U.N. experiment will have 
been completed. 


Egypt must take risks, in the interest of settlement. If Egypt accepts its 
international obligetions as readily as it demands its netional "rights", 
the second phase of this U.N. experiment may be completed successfully. 


This whole experience issues a stern warning that all netions and peoples 

must now take "some risks". We must risk entrusting our security to a per- 

menent and effective U.N. Police Force. We must risk U.N. enforced diserm- 

ement. We must risk the compulsory jurisdiction of U.N. Courts over disputes 

end violations of U.N. law. We must risk empowering the U.N. to provide that 
ece with justice which otherwise is unattainable.

GREAT BRITAIN: Foreign Minister Selwyn Lloyd was recently called on by ea 
deputation of the Parliamentary Group for World Government (151 members in 
both Houses). They presented a proposal for transfer of provisional emer- 
gency governmental powers to the U.N., until es revised Charter, giving it 
trve legal powers, can come into effect. 


JAPAN: The Third Asie-Africa Congress for World Federetion will be held 
the first week of November, 1957, in Kyoto. Previous Congresses were in 
Hiroshima in 1952 snd Tokyo-Nagaseki in 1954. 


WAWF: The World Associetion relersed en appeal for a permanent U.N. Police 
Force, signed by distinguished leaders from 13 countries, on February 22. 
American signers were Grenville Clerk, Senstor Relph Flenders, Prof. F.S.C. 
Northrop, C. Maxwell Stanley and Prof. Louis Sohn.

EN DISSECTING WASHINGTON 


Ss DISARMAMENT: Harold Stassen's powers, according 
pei to Washington newspapers, have been sharply re- 
we 0 Ea duced and his office is under the policy control 

of the State Department. He retains his ready 

access to the Frosted as well as his seats on the National Security Council 

and Cabinet; but should he resign, his successor would lose these advantages. 


CIVILIAN DEFENSE: Will cost about $50 billion, responsible witnesses be- 
fore a Congressional sub-committee testify. This would be for shelters, 
food end other necessities; but would not protect a large percentage of the 
population from H-bomb ettack; it would, however, provide funds for the re- 
generation (7?) of civilization after devastation was complete. If you heve 
a week stomache, do not order (free of charge from the House Committee on 


Government Operetions) last year's hearings and reports on this subject. 


ECONOMIC COOPERATION: Marked impatience with U.S. lack of policy to coun- 
teract Soviet economic aggression was shown last month by delegates to the 
4th Conference on Internationel Economic and Sociel Development held in 
Weshington. There wes also irritation that the U.S. recently refused, as 
usual, a $250 million grant to SUNFED to finance hospitals, schools, etc. 
Peul Hoffmen, who made the U.S. announcement at the U.N., ettended the Con- 
ference end made no effort to conceal his own dissatisfaction. 


BRICKER AGAIN: In spite of memorials in numerous State Legisletures sup- 
porting the Bricker Amendment (watch for these in your home state end help 
defeat them), the Senetor himself is not sanguine as to its passage - or 
even its introduction on the Senete floor this year. 


SPOTLIGHTING THE UNITED NATIONS 


CHARTER AMENDMENT: Proposals for Cherter amend- 
ments to increase the size of the Security Council 
and ECOSOC, end the number of World Court Justices, 
were postponed unanimously to this fall's General 
Assembly. Look for referral of these proposals to 
—=—._the U.N. Charter Review Conference. 


UNEF: $16,500,000 is the estimated 1957 cost of the U.N. Emergency Force. 
The first ten million was charged to member states according to their share 
of the 1957 budget. The remaining $6,500,000 is to be raised by voluntary 
contributions of nations. If other nations match it, U.S. may raise helf. 


KASHMIRE: Pakistan complrined to the Security Council thet India has vio- 
lated the truce and U.N. resolutions by annexing that portion of Kashmire 
occupied by India. The Council esked its President, Jarring of Sweden, to 
counsel with both parties regarding demilitarizing Kashmire in advance of 
a U.N. supervised plebiscite. A resolution, directly referring to use of 
a U.N. Forée, lost only because of Soviet veto. Head it passed, Indian op 
position to use of a U.N. Force would heve been practically assured.
